Boyne City City Commissioners 
recently approved the first reading of 
a zoning ordinance ‘amendment that 
will, if it makes it to final approval, 
allow hotels as a conditional use 
within the Waterfront Marina District. 

The proposed amendment was al- 
ready approved by the Boyne City 
Planning Commission in June. 

If approved by commissioners, the 
amendment will allow for possible 
hotel development on three key 
downtown waterfront properties, in- 
cluding the Big C property, 
Honeywell, and the property at the 
end of Water Street currently occu- 
pied by the Garrett’s of Water Street 
restaurant. 

Though a hotel plan is currently 
being-proposed by the Devlon Cor- 
poration as part of their marina de- 
velopment plans for the Big C prop- 
erty on North Lake Street, commis- 
sioners were clear that the move was 
not being made as a concession to any 
one property. “We're not proposing 
to amend this ordinance for any one 
particular property or any one particu- 
lar developer,” said commissioner

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Walloon celebrates 
release of new book

WEDNESDAY, JULY 16, 2003 


Like young children waiting for Christmas morn- 
ing, the Friends of the Crooked Tree District Library 
could hardly contain their excitement as the day for 
the unveiling of their newest project dawned, After 
years of collecting old photographs and long hours 
organizing them and compiling stories, their new book 
“Walloon Yesterdays” arrived from the printer just 
hours before the much-anticipated book signing at the 


library in Walloon Lake. 


Co-author Cynny Hermann described the book as 
‘a pictorial history of Walloon Lake and its people from 
1870 to recent history.” She was joined at the signing 
by co-authors Mary Erb and Charles Schloff. Hermann 
said the idea for the book came about as people in the 
area expressed an interest in the history of the lake, its 
people and area businesses. The Friends of the Crooked 
Tree District Library began exploring the idea and in 
November of 1999 the project got underway. 

The first task was to collect as much information 
about the history of Walloon Lake as. possible, To do 
this, the Friends asked people of the Walloon Lake area 
to lend pictures, diaries and journals relating to the lake, 


along with stories and anecdotes.

Walloon Lake Association newsletter helped get the 
word out, and the response was impressive. Hermann

“More than 60 people 
contributed by lending 
pieces of personal history 
to the project.”

During the three years, 
the Friends group was also 
active in fundraising for the 
project, creating Walloon 
Lake coloring books, tiles, 
and other items to sell.

The book became a labor of love to Friends members 
Hermann and Erb, who is also the treasurer for the 
Crooked Tree District Library board of trustees. Charles 
Schloff, author of “A Pictorial History of Bayshore,” of- 
fered his expertise and the threesome began the long pro- 
cess of creating a book from all their collected treasures. 

“The organization of the material was an important 


step,” said Hermann,

Boyne City Commission clears riparian issue on 


Acting on a recommen- 


dation from city manager . 


Michael Cain, the Boyne 
City Commission last week 
agreed to allow the use of a 
riparian line between 475 
and 525 North Lake Street 
as presented on marina 
plans recently put before 
the City by the Devlon Cor- 
poration. The action came 
after commissioners re- 
quested, at their June 10 
regular meeting, an opinion 
on the proposed line from 
Benchmark Engineering. 
The firm had previously 
been engaged to review a 
comprehensive Riparian 
Study conducted by sur- 


veyor Sherm Chamberlain 
earlier this year at the be- 
hest of the City. 

While the entire riparian 
study is still under consid- 
eration, the riparian line 
between the Lake Street 
properties has come under 
more immediate scrutiny 
due to the status of marina 
plans currently being pro- 
posed for the site. 

According to Cain, 
Benchmark’s report con- 
cluded that while the pro- 
posed riparian line might 
not necessarily be the line 
they would propose, any 
difference between the line 
proposed by Devion and a 


‘on Bertchmark Engineering - 


line they might suggest 
would be “minor.” 

In addition, Cain noted, 
Benchmark’s report also 
reiterated a fact heard in 
previous discussions re- 
garding riparian issues, that 
“the best riparian line is one 
that’s agreed upon by the 
abutting property owners.” 


According to Devlon 
representative Jim Hevey, 
the line utilized in prepar- 
ing the marina plans was 
one that was suggested by 
the City initially, following 
the completion of 
Chamberlain’s initial sur- 
vey,

At the same time the Indians got a few benefits from us 
moving here...like modern medicine, penicillin and what 
ever other advances to living we've brought and devel- 
oped in two hundred years. And if we hadn’t come here, 
do you think the other non-American conquerors would 
be as accommodating as we’ve been to Indian interests? 

So what can we do? 

Stop buying fish caught and sold by Indians should be 


_ one first step. Protesting the problem by a collective boat- 


ing effort is another. Not buying fishing licenses until the 


. government gives us back our fish seems appropriate. 


Why pay fora license, when our license fees get used 
to plant fish the Indians wipe out in just a few net sets. 

Seems like the government wants to sell the fish twice 
as well. Once to the Indians and again later to the rest of 
us...except the fish are already gone. 

Lastly don’t go to an Indian Casino and give them your 


- Money, until they give us a fair chance to have our fish 
' back. 


We need to get the unfair federal rights given to Indi- 


- ans repealed and better managed. Let’s talk about limit- 
. ing fishing days to preserve and maximize the species for 
‘all of us to enjoy.

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Senior picnic is a 
summer tradition

For the past 24 years, the second Wednesday of July has been considered a major 
holiday for senior citizens around Northern Michigan. On this day, the Charlevoix 
County Commission on Aging hosts a senior picnic at Whiting Park. The previous 
director of the Commission, Art Saworski, started the event in 1979, and over the 

~ years ithas grown into a summer tradition. 

According to current director Sue Bergmann, the commission has been able to 
keep the event going by sticking to a simple formula. “The picnic always has good 
chicken, a cheap price, hard-working volunteers, and a fot of contributions from 
local businesses,” she said. 

No one can deny that the mass quantities of chicken and the $3 plate charge make 
the picnic popular, but it is the local businesses that truly keep the event going. 
Bergmann claims that a major part of the preparation goes into collecting money 
and door prizes donated by a wide variety of businesses from flower shops to dentist 
offices. This possibility of winning a nice prize adds an element of excitement for 
the seniors that come to the picnic, and it allows for free advertising for the busi- 
nesses that donate. 

This year’s picnic followed the traditional formula and was more successful than 
ever before. According to Bergmann, the commission was reluctantly forced to stop 
selling tickets after 350 were sold, making for the biggest picnic ever. And fortu- 
nately, local businesses matched the large crowd by exceeding expectations in their 
donationss. ‘We had 250 door prizes and flowers for everyone,” says Bergmann 
“Almost everyone left with something. We are so thankful that businesses have 
been so generous.” 

Bergmann also credits volunteers across Charlevoix County for support. This 
year the Lions Club and the Rotary Club from both East Jordan and Boyne City sent 
workers. “We had enough help this year to actually serve the picnickers instead of 
having a crowded buffet,” Says Bergmann, “It really made them feel valued. We 
were fortunate to have a huge community effort to appreciate our seniors.” 

With all the work and preparation that goes into such a big event, it would be easy 
to overlook its value to the community and the joy it brings to senior citizens. 
Bergmann says that the seniors leave the picnic fecling very good. “They feel val-

State DEQ and others kick off 


Michigan Clean Marina program 


The Michigan Clean 
Marinas program has offi- 
cially begun with the sign- 
"ing of a Memorandum of 

Understanding between the 

Michigan Boating Indus- 

tries Association (MBIA), 

Michigan Sea Grant Col- 

lege, and the Department of 
- Environmental Quality 

(DEQ). 

In support of the pro- 
gram, the DEQ’s Environ- 
mental Science and Ser- 
vices Division received a 
grant from the Michigan 
Coastal Management Pro- 
gram and the National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration to develop a 
guidebook on marinas’ best 
management practices and 
buffer zone development. 
This voluntary program 
was initiated to preserve 
and protect Michigan's 
Great Lakes and its con- 
necting waterways. 

According to the DEQ, 


Michigan has more than |. 


1,406 public access sites, 
750 marinas, 680 marine 
dealers, 41 boat manufac- 
turers, 85 Great Lakes rec- 
reational harbors, and | 
million registered boaters, 
all of whom can potentially 
benefit from the program. 
The program, which re- 
lies on voluntary commit- 
ment, is open to the entire 
Great Lakes community, 
the targeted membership 
includes marinas, marine 
dealers/suppliers, and other 
marine related industry. 


“The program promotes 
best management practices 
along with pollution pre- 
vention through the appli- 
cation of cost effective and 
practical solutions,” said 
Jeff Spencer, who will be 
coordinating the program 
for the DEQ. “This leads to 
overall reductions tn waste 
generation, increased reuse 
and recycling, and other 
increased beneficial uses.” 

The aim of the Clean 
Marina Program is de- 
signed to protect the envi- 
ronment and save the state 
and marinas money. “It is 
prudent for the state to look 


for opportunities to create 
cost effective solutions to 
help area businesses and to 
protect our environment,” 
said Chuck Pistis, Michi- 
gan Sea Grant Agent. 
Water quality is vital to 
Michigan’s marine indus- 
try, so the DEQ expects that 
marinas and boatyards will 
embrace the program once 
rolled out. “Because of our 
location within the Great 
Lakes, boat yards and ma- 
rinas have an important role 
to play as environmental 
stewards to Michigan’s 
waters,” said MBIA Direc- 


tor Steve Remias. “This is 


a voluntary program with 
environmental and eco- 
nomic benefits,” 

The committee will have 
the program ready for kick- 
off by December 2003. 
“We hope to introduce it to 
the MBIA membership at 
the 2003 Recreational 
Boating Conference in De- 
cember,” said MBIA Presi- 
dent Van Snider. “At that 
point, those interested will 
be asked to sign pledge 
cards and workshops will 
be scheduled to review the 
workbook and procedures 
to obtain “Clean. Marina 
Certification.”

of the City’s Wastewater 
Improvement Project. 

At this time, according to 
Water Department head 
Dan Meads and Depart- 
ment of Public Works head 
Denny Jason, whether or 
not the force main will have 
to be installed in the course 
of the Wastewater project is 
unknown. The issue’s out- 
come, Meads said, will de- 
pend on whether the City 
decides to use a Boyne 
River outfall for the waste- 
water system or utilize a 
deep water outfal) in Lake 
Charlevoix. 

Though the City recently 
approved plans for the 
Wastewater Improvement 
Project, the issue of the out- 
fall placement was one that 
had been left for future de- 
termination. 

The possibility of tearing 
up newly-paved roadway 
was one that had some 
commissioners concermed. 
“T think we ought to do it 
once and do it right, even if 
it costs a little more down 
the road,” said commis- 
sioner Ron Grunch. “I 
think we should table this 
project until we have all the 
answers.” 

Options such as moving 
the location of the force 
main over one street or 
postponing the entire 
project were discussed, but 
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Streetscape project a go 


both options, according to 
city officials, would likely 
add dollars in the future, 
meaning that a postpone- 
ment or alternate plan 
wouldn’t end up saving the 
City any money in the long 
tun. Responding to a re- 
quest for further study by 
City staff, city manager 
Cain noted that “the staff 
will be glad to document 
{the information], but at the 
end of the day you'll be 
faced with an option you’re 
not going to like. Either we 
pandage the existing road 
{after streetscape infra- 
structure improvements for 
which the bids have already 
been awarded] or tear up a 
new road, [and] either 
might be torn up with a new 
force main.” 

The logic was not lost 
on commissioner Dan
